“Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate 
this  Act,  and  all  others  who  may  have 
owned  or  had  any  interest  at  the  time,  in 
liquqrs,  bitters,  or  drinks  sold  or  bartered 
'or  given  away  to  induce  trade,  shall,  on 
conviction,  Ik-  fined  and  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail;  the  fine  not  to  be  less  than 
one  Hundred  dollars,  and  an  imprisonment 
of  not  less  than  three  months. 

“Sec.  3.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to 
jx-rsons  heretofore  lawfully  licensed  to  sell 
intoxicating  liquors  during  the  continu- 
ance of  their  licenses,  but  sales  made  by 
such  persons,  before  the  expiration  of  their 
licenses,  shall  lx-  subject  to  the  laws  now 
in  force. 

“Sec.  4.  All  violations  of  the  provisions 
of  Chapter-37,  Annotated  Cotie  1892,  com- 
mitted before  the  passage  of  this  Act,  shall 
not  lx-  affected  by  it,  but  shall  be  prose- 
cuted and  punished  under  the  lawsnow  ex- 
isting as  if  this  Act  had  not  been  passed.

Tlfe 
report  is  eminently  satisfactory  to  thd 
Board,  and  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Committee  while  in,  Cuba  satisfied 
itself  that  the  fjftlfs  to  the  Jane  Building, 
about  which  doubt  at  ownership  has  lieen 
circulated,  are.  clear  * aid  indisputable, 
,K'*ng  duly  executed  an®  recorded  in  the 
Registrars  office  in  the  L-itv  of  Havana. 
In  addition  to  tjiis  a ^inrclahn  was  pre- 
pared and  duly  feigned  bv  I >r  A.  J.  Diaz  as 
Pastor,  and  Pn!|lo  Yaldcs  as  Clerk,  oa  be» 
half  of  th<;  Churlh.  being!  ymanimoiislv  di* 
rected  to  do  so  in  open  Church  conference. 

The  Committee  informed  th<*  Board  that 
the\  were  in  posv  ofjti  petition  J'rom 
Gethsemane  Baptist  Church  of  which  Dr.

The  State  prohibition  bill  was 
defeated  in  the  Senate  by  five 
votes.  A motion  to  reciolisider 
was  made  by  Senator  Sanders. 
Senator  Shelton  rose  aljolfC  the 
saloon  and  said  “He  was  aState 
prohibitionist ; he  came  fr< >m  Jef- 
ferson county,  which  wajs  a wet 
county,  and  it  went  wjet,”  he 
said,  “overwhelmingly  in  1894; 
he  believed  whisky  a great  evil ; 
he  was  not  in  favor  of  the  bill." 
SenatorCeorge  said,  “He  Wanted 
whisky  put  out  of  the  reach  of 
his  sons  and  the  sons  of  all  his 
friends,  but  didn’t  think  the  bill 
would  accomplish  this  end.”

I rohibitionists  faced  the  question  of  de- 
feat before  entering  a bill,  especially  as  the 
short  session  of  the  legislature  would  fur- 
nish excuse  for  postponement.  But  they 
determined  to  develop  the  situation,  for 
one  reason,  because  they  knew  the  dispen- 
sary question  wasimniinent,and  that  only 
the  firmness  of  our  Christian  Governor 
kept  it  out  of  the  presefit  legislature.  The 
next  one  will  have  to  ichoose  between  the 
dispensary  and  State  Prohibition.  The  re- 
sponsibility for  forcing  this  issue  must  rest 
where  it  belongs— with  those  "friends  of 
temperance”  \\Jio  have[  just  refused  to  set- 
tle the  question  by  a prohibitory  law.

“I  Can’t  \Vtiit.” 

Editor  The  Baptist: 

I have  read  with  sincere  sorrow  of  the 
defeat  ofthe  bill  to  make  an  end  of  saloons 
m Mississippi.  I do  notiknow  what  argu- 
ments  were  used  pro  and  con.  I do  know, 
however,  that  it  was  never  intended  by 
prohibitionists  in  Mississippi,  that  the 
work  should  stop  short  of  complete  prohi- 
bition in  the  State.  All  of  us,  who  worked 
for  the  cause  in  the  early  stages  of  educa- 
tion had  it  settled  in  mind  and  often  re- 
peated it  that  the  saloons  should  continue 
no  longer  in  Mississippi  than  power  could 
be  mustered  to  put  them  out.  The  state- 
ment that  the  bill  to  finish  the  work  was 
killed  the  house  of  the  friends  of  prohibi- 
tion is  peculiarly  unsatisfactory. 

But  I commenced  to  make  a statement  of 
an  occurrence  when  I was  a citizen  of  the 
great  and  good  State  ofGeorgia.  A move- 
ment was  put  on  foot  to  end  the  saloons 
in  the  State.  I stood  then  and  there  as  I 
have  stood  always  against  the  saloon  and 
"ith  everybody  who  would  help  to  put  it 
out.

I jjint  that  letter  in  my  pocket,  and  before 
thousands  of  men  in  Georgia,  aftqrexplain- 
iqg  the  whole  situation,  I read  itj.  I saw 
sturdy,  strong  men  weep.  Some  of  the 
men  w ho  were  debating  the  question  with 
me  ofi  the  other  side,  said  I am  just  asgood 
a prohibitionist  as  anybody,  and  they  wept 
oVcrthe  letter;  but  advocated  tbe  contin- 
uation of  the  bar  room.  The  bill  was  de- 
feated find  defeated  by  men  who  said  they 
w^re  jqfit  as  good  prohibitionists  as  anv- 
bo«?y-  ;They  were  not.  A thousand  times 
that  itnknown  woman  has  come  before  tne, 
a P*®’0*  hard  working,  honest  woman, 
bear*  a wife  and  a mother, 
slni8KbnB  to  save  a husband  and  a son 
anrf  appealing  to  the  manhood  of  thecoun- 
try  to  vote  right  and  to  vote  right  then. 
She  knew  that,  if  they  waited  four  3’tars  it 
would  be  too  late.  The  men  of  Georgia 
sustained  the  saloons  against  the  woman 
with  her  woe. 

The  men  who  voted  against  the  bill  to 
make  eh  end  to  saloons  in  Mississippi  are 
totjayi.  in  the  sight  of  God  and  in  the  sight 
of  all  calm  thinking  people  responsible  for 
the  saJckms  of  the  future  and  responsible 
for  their  deadly  work.

I renicitlber  seeing  a poor  old  club-footed 
shoe  maker  in  the  throes  of  delirium  trem- 
ens. Hdwould  utter  the  most  agonizing 
screams  find  beg  the  people  to  drive  away 

the  saak$«  and  demons  that  he  thought 


were  after  him.  Such  scenes  as  these  gaye 
me  a perfect  horror  of  drunkards  and  fill 
kinds  of  intoxicating  liquors.  I was  earjy 
impressed  that  the  only  absolute  safeguard 
against  drunkenness  was  total  abstinence. 
So  1 learned  to  “touch  not,  taste  not, 
handle  not”  the  unclean  thing.  (Col.  2:21- 
2 Cor.  6:17.)  I have  six  boys,  all  prohibi- 
tionists. We  vote  five  strong  now,  anii 
soon  there  will  be  seven  to  vote  against  the 
traffic  of  the  accursed  stuff.”  We  don’t 
m.'ike  any  kind  of  wine  orfermented  drinks 
at  out  house.  W e do  not  even  keep  cam- 
phor. If  every  family  would  adopt  this 
rule  we  should  have  no  need  of  prohibitory 
laws  or  Keelj-  Institutes. 

In  concluding  this  letter  I wish  to  tell 
you  how  deeply  I was  impressed  bj-  remem- 
bering just  two  words  of  a sermon.  Thy 
sermdn  was  preached  in  Enon  Church 
about  three  miles  from  our  little  town.  The 
preacher  s name  was  Gibson.  Everybody 
called  him  l ncle  Svl.  He  was  a large 
fleshy  man  with  a deep,  solemn  tone  to  hifi 
voice.  The  church  was  situated  in  a beau- 
tiful  woodland  grove  near  the  banks  of  a 
large  creek.  1 he  day  was  bright  and 
springlike.  The  birds  sang  in  the  trees  and 
the  bees  hummed  among  the  flowers.  All 
nature  seemed  to  wear  a smile  of  pleasure, 
and  the  wind  blew  soft  and  mild,  giving 
that  holy  reverential  touch  to  everything 
and  everybody  that  always  seemed  char- 
acteristic  of  God’s  house  and  service  in  my 
child  life.  Brent  crowds  of  people  came  to 
church  that  day;,  some  in  wagons  and  bug- 
gies and  some  on  horseback  and  afoot. 
The  house  was  soon  filled,  with  many  on 
the  outside.  I remained  out  of  doors.  I 
had  no  mother  to  take  me  in  and  place  me 
by  her  side.  I guess  they  thought  I was 
tbo  young  to  understand  what  the  preacher 
might  say.  I remember  nothing  of  all  that 
was  said  except  two  words.  It  seems  to  me 
now,  that  the  preacher  repeated  these  words 
a great  many  times.  The  words  were:”  wrath 
to  come.  O,  how  those  words  sank  into 

my  heart,  as  they  sounded  in  my*  ears 

‘‘wrath  to  come”  “wrath  to  come”  the 
preacher  continued  to  repeat.  I was  old 
enough  to  kno\y  that  God  was  displeased 
with  sin  and  sinners,  Ps.  7-11  andlthought 
that  this  “wrath  to  come”  was  in  some 
way  connected  with  sin  and  sinners,  and 
it  disturbed  tne:  for  I f.lt  that  I was  a 
sinner  and  subject  to  that  “wrath  tocome.” 

I shall  never  know  the  full  result  of  that 
wonderful  sermon.  I do  rememlier  that 
during  a short  intermission,  the  congrega- 
tion gathered  in  many-  little  groups  in 
the  shady  grove,  and  such  singing,  shout- 
ing  and  praying  I have  never  heard  since. 
Those  mystic  words,  “wrath  to  come,” 
never  ceased  to  sound  in  my  ears,  with  that 
ominous  dread,  till  some  years  afterward  I 
gave  my  heart  to  Jesus;  and  then  I could 
say,  "Being  justified  by  His  blood  I shall 
be  saved  from  “wrath”  through  him.

We  predch  one 
doctrine  against  another,  sometimes  with 
energy,  Init  leave  undefined  what  difference 
it  makes  whether  or  not  we  hold  it. i There 
must  be  “a  distinction  in  sounds”  if  we 
move  men  to  study  and  oliedieneeL  Baji- 
tists  havcLspcjrially  blundered  all  along  by 
contending  so  ardently  for  irntpersion  in 
baptism  wiithout  showing  what  is  gained 
or  lost,  in  glory  to  God  or  good  to  man,  bv 
observing  or  not  observing  it.  We  need 
distinction  in  sounds;  clear-cut  definitions 
on  essentials  and  non-essentials,  and  what 
a thing  is  essential  for,  if  we  wan tj  God’s 
word  to  have  effect  on  Christian  hearts; 
for,  believe  t>r  nat,  the  interogation,|  why  ? 
is  in  even-’  thinking  being  and  is  growing 
more  demanding,  and  that  is  as  it  (should 
be.
